{nm accordance with previous custom, the County Commissioners 
for Merrimack County respectfully submit to the citizens of said 
County the Annual Report of the condition of the County Alms- 
‘house, the expense of supporting County Paupers, and the state- 
ment of the County Treasurer in relation to the financial con- 
dition of the County Treasury for the year ending Feb. 1, 1873. 

In compliance with the instructions ef the County Convention, 
a new wing has been added te the County Farm buildings, and 
the whole establishment is now warmed by steam. These im- 
provements, although opposed, no doubt honestly, by many of the 
citizens of the County, have not only in the opinion of the Com- 
missioners contributed to the comfort and happiness of the in- 
mates and those who have charge of them, but very much lessens 
the risk of fire as regards the property of the County, and the 
more fearful risk of human life. ~ 

The addition of the new wing to the farm buildings furnishes 
dncreased capacity for the reception of paupers, and supplies a 
much needed want that will enable the Commissioners to remove 
to the farm paupers that they have been under the necessity of 
providing for in the several towns at a greater cost than they 
could have been supported for at the farm. It is believed that 
the true interests of the County would be promoted by placing 
upon the farm all County paupers that can be accommodated 
there. 

The expense of boarding insane paupers chargeable to the 
County at the New Hampshire Asylum for the Insane seems to be 
on the increase. The cost is $4.75 per week, exclusive of cloth- 
ing. The sum paid the Asylum for the past year was $3,328.94, 
an increase over the year previous of $617.29. Four of the in- 
sane have been removed from the Asylum to the County Farm 
during the past year, leaving now at the Asylum eleven insane 
persons chargeable to the County. Those removed were of a class 
whose improvement at the Asylum was considered by the Super- 
antendent doubtful, and it was thought they could be made nearly 
or quite as comfortable at the farm, at a very much less cost to 
the County. So far, we ‘have not been disappointed in the result. 
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Some of the Counties in the State have erected buildings for that 
purpose, and take care of their own insane. We would respect- 
fully call the attention of the County Convention next to be 
holden in the County of Merrimack to that matter, as to the ex- 
pediency of authorizing the necessary arrangements to be made 
for the purpose of supporting the insane at the farm. 

We would also suggest for the consideration of the County 
Convention, the necessity of erecting wood-sheds at the County 
Farm. It is believed as a matter of economy it would prove a 
good investment. The buildings being now heated by steam, 
there is a more pressing necessity of using dry wood exclusively. 

The steam heating apparatus was put in by Mr. J. Q. A. Sar- 
gent, of Manchester, N. H., by contract. It affords us much 
pleasure to say that Mr. Sargent, in doing the job, aimed to have 
everything right without regard .to expense on his part, and has 
given us entire satisfaction. 

The County Farm now embraces about five hundred acres of 
land, with a considerable portion of it covered with a growth of 
young wood, and affording the best pasturage in the vicinity. 
With the improvements now completed, it is believed that the es- 
tablishment will compare favorably with a majority of similar in- 
stitutions in the State. 

Pursuant to the instructions of the County Convention, the 
Commissioners have caused to be erected marble headstones at 
the graves of all those persons who have died and were buried at the 
County Farm up to May last. The cost.of the stones was $4.00 
each, and were furnished and set by the Cummings Brothers, . 
of Concord, in a manner satisfactory to the Commissioners. 

The Overseers of the Poor of many towns in the County are 
entitled to the thanks of the Commissioners for their well direct- 
ed efforts to reduce the expense of supporting County Paupers, es- 
pecially as regards physicians’ bills; while others, we regret to 
say, as a matter of policy perhaps, make an arrangement with 
physicians to pay whatever can be obtained of the Commissioners. 
Such practices should be discontinued. Overseers of the Poor 
are supposed to be intimately acquainted with the condition and 
wants of that unfortunate class-of persons who ask for aid, and, | 
if disposed, can do much towards reducing the expense of pau- 
perism, and consequently lessen the burdens of their towns, who, 


Fe 
as a matter of course, are required to contribute their pro-rata 
share of the amount improperly obtained from the County. 

‘The sanitary means employed at the County Almshouse, in con- 
nection with the assiduous care and attention of KE. E. Graves, 
the County Physician, and that of the Superintendents and Mat- 
rons, have no doubt contributed very much to the general good 
health of the inmates. Fifteen of the inmates have died during 
the past year. We invite attention to the Report of Dr. Graves, 
herewith annexed, for a particular account of the names, time of 
death, age, disease, and former residence of those who have died 
at the farm the past year. 

The County Farm and Almshouse, for the past year, has been 
in charge of Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Davis from February lst, 1872, 
to May 20th, 1872, when they were superseded by Mr. and Mrs. 
A. C. Walker, who have had the charge the balance of the year. 
‘The salary of Mr. Davis and wife was $700 per year, and the 
salary of Mr. Walker and wife was $600 per year. 

The Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Andrew C. 
Walker, manifested a desire to promote the best interests of the 
County and the comfort and happiness of the inmates placed un- 
der their care, and if they have failed, it cannot be attributed to 
a lack of honest effort. 

A school has been continued through the year, with the ex- 
ception of necessary vacations. All children of suitable age are 
required to attend school. Teachers have discharged the duties 
of their position in a faithful manner, and it is believed good re- 
sults have been obtained. : 

Religious services have been held at the farm every other Sab- 
bath for the past year by Elder Curtice of Boscawen and Elder 
Wait of Franklin. Many of the inmates seem to enjoy religious 
exercises, and it is hoped that the expense in that direction may 
be more than balanced by the inculcation of lessons of instruc- | 
tion designed to elevate the moral and religious character of. 
the inmates, especially the young. 

It will be seen by the financial statement that the dost of sup- 
porting the paupers on the Farm for the year is $726.85 more 
than the year previous, and the expense of supporting the pau- 
pers in the several towns at the Asylum for the Insane, and at 
the State Reform School is $2,435.97 larger than for the previous 
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year, making an increase of $3,162.82 over the year previous for 
the support of County Paupers the past year, while at the farm 
the cost per week for each person is 4 9-10ths cents less than for 
the year ending February 1, 1872. 

The annexed statement of the County Treasurer shows that 
notwithstanding the large outlay at the Farm for land, buildings 
and steam heating, which has all been paid for (to wit, $15,408.- 

_22) the indebtedness of the County has been increased only $6,~ 
693.45, presenting the gratifying fact that the indebtedness of 
the County has been reduced $8,714.77. 

The practice heretofore has been to appraise the manure on the 
farm, but believing that manure is a part of the realty, we have 
not invoiced it this year. 

In justice to the Superintendents of the Farm, we remark 

that work has been done by them and the inmates—putting in the 
foundation for a new wing, excavating the cellar, building tank 
_for water closet, hauling material, &c.,—to the amount of $500- 
at alow estimate, with very little additional cost to the County. 
If it had been done by contract, that amount more would have: 
been added to the construction account, and made the basis for the: 
computation of interest for the future, but it was thought not 
best to take that view of it. If the manure had been appraised, 
and the aforesaid amount of labor had been placed to the credit. 
of the farm, as to the support of the inmates, the cost per week 
for each pauper would have been reduced to the low figure of 
$1.40.

COMMISSIONERS OF MERRIMACK COUNTY: | 


_ Gentlemen:—Of the whole number of inmates at your A!ms- 
housc at the commencement of the year, not more than one-third 
were free from disease of a chronic nature, causing the death of 
a larger number than for several years. Of the fifteen deaths 
that have occurred during the past year, five died of phthisis, two 
of apoplexy, two of epilepsy, two of pneumonia, two of old age 
(senectus), one ef syphilis, and one of cancer. No diseases of a 
contagious or epidemic nature have occurred, with the exception 
of an attack of influenza, from which all recovered. ‘The sick 
have had every possible care and attention shown them by the 
Superintendent and Matron, and no one has just reason for com- 
plaint in anything. .The additions made to the buildings and the 
improvement in warming them greatly increase the comfort and 
convenience, and entirely obviate the danger from fire that before 
existed. | -
